Just so, well do we 
remember the back-breakers, called seats, of our childhood, all rigid, im- 
ovable and unadjusiable, whether you were long or short or fat or lean 
you squeezed Into the same seat. Now the seats are better and the best

:able seat, scientifically correct. Whether it needs to be upholstered or 
not is another question, but every school in Canada should be equipped 
with the adjustable school seats made-in-Belleville and so great should 
be the demand that the factory would have to work night and day to keep 
pace with the demand. .
